No. 22 (1)-Tex (B )/60.-A Working Group for the cotton textile industry 
was set up in August, 1959 by the National Industrial Development Corporation 
with the followingmembers :

2. The task assigned to the Working Group was to examine the extent of 
finances required for modernisation and rehabilitation of the cotton textile industry, 
the element of foreign exchange involved , the finances likely to be forthcoming 
from the industry itself, the ways and means of securing the balance, and all other 
allied problems. 

3. During the course of its enquiry, the Chairman and a few of the members of 
the Committee visited Japan and some of the countries in Europe for an on- the 
spot study ofthe conditions prevailing in the advanced textile manufacturing coun 
tries. The Committee also toured important textile manufacturing centres in 
India and conferred with leading representatives of the industry . 

4. The Working Group has submitted an unanimous report in which they 
have particularly emphasised the fact that in India the problem of modernisation 
has assumed its present huge dimensions largely because of the old and outmoded 
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machinery installed in the majority of the mills and the comparative neglect of these 
machinery during the war years thereafter . The main recommendations of the 
Working Group are embodied in Annexure I to this Resolution . 

Government are broadly in agreement with the recommendations of the 
Working Group. Government accept the view of the Working Group that mere 
replacement of old , worn out, uneconomic or obsolete machines would not consti 
tute complete modernisation . Apart from these processes, modernisation covers 
the introduction of modern techniques and methods and the adoption of the 
latest devices and management skill by which productivity and quality of pro 
duction could be improved , unit costs reduced and the strain on the operatives 
relieved to the largest possible extent. 

6. Government also agree with the Working Group that modernisation is not 
merely a question of installing the latest machinery and equipment, but is a multi 
phased problem which should be conditioned by the availability of finances, the 
degree of labour displacement and the need to ensure a minimum standard of effici 
Incy in all units. At the same time, failure to effect timely modernisation will 
eave the industry including labour in a position of great disadvantage. Govern 
ment, therefore, accept the recommendation of the Working Group that the im 
mediate objective should be the achievement of a minimum level of modernisation. 
Certain units have already reached or even exceeded this minimum level. Such 
units may effect further modernisation provided they have the necessary financial 
resources and are in a position to accomplish modernisation consistent with the 
principles laid down at the 15th Labour Conference . 

7. The Working Group has estimated the cost of amodest scheme ofmodernisa 
tion and rehabilitation to be about Rs. 180 crores, of which not less than Rs. 80 
crores would be raised by the industry itself from out of its own resources. The 
industry will seek to obtain the balance from financing institutions like the 
National Industrial Development Corporation etc. Government appreciate and 
accept the vital need for modernisation and rehabilitation of this important indus 
try . They have noted this recommendation and propose to constantly review the 
position during the Third Plan period so as to expedite the pace of modernisation , 
rehabilitation and diversification of the cotton textile industry . 

8. Many of the recommendations of the Working Group are intended to be 
implemented by the Industry, particulary those relating to rationalisation with 
the whole-hearted co -operation of labour, enlargement of the scope of third shift 
working as a means of absorbing surplus labour, improving managerial standards, 
pooling of technical knowledge and expertise for the common benefit of all units 
particularly the weaker ones, and the setting up of a small Committee of represen 
tatives of the industry and Government to explore the possibilities of securing 
assistance from different foreign countries towards the foreign exchange require 
ments of rehabilitation and modernisation . The Working Group has also drawn 
the attention of the industry to the need for maintaining harmonious management 
labour relations, providing initiative to labour to contribute to the efficiency of the 
mills, training within the industry and maintenance of healthy service conditions 
for technicians. The Government commend these suggestions to the industry and 
hope that immediate efforts will be made to implement them . 

9. With regard to the role of the National Industrial Development Corporation 
in the process of modernisation and rehabilitation , the Working Group has made 
a number of recommendations particularly in respect of the liberalisation of the 
terms and conditions and scope of financial assistance given by the National Indus 
trial Development Corporation to the industry . It has also been suggested that it 
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would be necessary and advisable for the National Industrial Development Cor. 
poration and public financing agencies to issue sizable amounts by way of equity 
capital to mills. These recommendations are under the consideration of the Govern 
ment. 

The Working Group has suggested that it would be advisable for the 
National Industrial Development Corporation to have a small strength of selected 
personnel who could be formed into a recognised cadre in due course for being 
deployed as Resident Directors or Controllers of Mills which are taken over by 
Central or State Governments from time to time or which have carried out large 
programmes of rehabilitation with the financial and other assistance sanctioned by 
the National Industrial Development Corporation . In the context of prevailing 
conditions, Government do not think that there is any inadequacy in the technical 
and organisational manpower resources of the textile industry. However, Govern 
ment would keep in view the need for organising training programmes for such 
personnel and for forming a separate cadre of officials under the National Industrial 
Development Corporation , should such need arise. 

II. The Working Group considers it necessary that a continued examination of 
the causes of closures, losses and unsatisfactory working of less efficiently working 
textile units should be made. It has recommended that this diagnosis may be 
done by a small representative group consisting of the top level management, top 
level technicians, labour representatives and Government representatives. This 
Group may bedesignated as the Textile Mills Standing Advisory Group or Com 
mittee. Government accept this recommendation and steps will be taken shortly 
to appoint this Committee. 

12. The Working Group has rightly drawn attention to the inevitability of a 
certain amount of rationalisation in the process of modernisation . As the problems 
of rationalisations are bound to differ from mill to mill the Working Group has 
recommended the setting up of a suitable machinery which could analyse and help 
to resolve the problems of each individual mill. Government accept the need for 
such a timely analysis and a suitable machinery is being set up for this purpose. 

13. Another important recommendation of the Working Group is with regard 
to the revival of closed mills under Government auspices or any other suitable 
agencies. The Working Group has recommended that simultaneously with the 
continual running of such units by authorised Controllers of State Governments 
or Central Government or any other suitable agencies, there should be a process of 
compulsory liquidation so that the assets and liabilities of the old unit are available 
to the labour and other creditors management and the shareholders. Government 
accept this recommendation in principle . The problem however is one which 
bristles with practical difficulties and will need comprehensive examination . 

14. The Working Group has pointed out that where rehabilitation of a unit is 
not worthwhile, the unit should be compulsorily scrapped and that the provisions 
of the industries (Development and Regulation ) Act may be suitably amended so 
as to ensure that in cases where the mills plant and machinery are irretrievable, 
compulsory scrapping may be enforced and such scrapped machinery should not 
be permitted to be utilised elsewhere. Government are in agreement with the 
Working Group on this recommendation. 

15. The Working Group has recommended that licensing of new capacity in 
lieu of capacity voluntarily or compulsorily scrapped should be allowed at the 
same place or in the same centre or in any other centre within the same State in 
consultation with the State Government concerned . Government have already 
been following this principle in dealing with applications for new mills . 
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16. In order to protect the interest of the users of the indigenous machinery 
and ensure proper quality of such machinery, the Working Group has reiterated 
a suggestion that an Inspectorate ofMachinery should be set up in the office of the 
Textile Commissioner. Necessary steps for the setting up of such an Inspectorate 
are already underway. 

17. The recommendation of the WorkingGroup with regard to the restoration 
of the third shift depreciation allowance is under Government s consideration . 

18. Governmentaccept the Working Group s proposal that 5 new units with a 
capacity of 25,000 spindles and soo looms each and equipped with up-to-date types 
of machinery including processing cquipment should be allowed to be set for pro 
duction of faultless cloth on automatic looms subject to the condition that the 
entire or a large part of the output should be compulsorily exported . 

19. TheWorking Group has recommended that labour laws should be amended 
in those State wheremore than one Union is recognised at present so as as to enable 
themanagement to negotiate a settlement with only one Union as spokesman of the 
labour. The Ministry of Labour and Employment are alive to this problem and 
steps have already been taken which would largely meet the point of view urged 
by the Working Group . 

20. TheWorking Group has suggested the creation of a " Closure Fund ” outof 
which payments could be made to scrapped units as a sort of compensation . It is 
felt that the creation and administration of such a fund would give rise to some 
practical difficulties. There is also provision under the present regulations, for the 
grant of retrenchment benefits to the workers of such units. However, this re 
commendation will be further considered by Government.

ANNEXURE 1 . 


Summary of main Recommendations of the Working Group for the Cotton Textile Industry 1960 


1 . 


Renovation or reconstruction of buildings should also be integral part of 
modernisation (para 17 ) . 

2. Mills which are already modernised may also modernise further provided 
they have the necessary financial resources and are in a position to accomplish 
modernisation by following the principles laid down at the Fifteenth Labour Con 
ference (Para 25): 

30. The Working Group are firmly of the view that the essential expenditure 
on spare parts should be the first charge on foreign exchange resources and should 
be adequately met (para 42) . 

In order to protect the interests of the consumers ofthe indigenous machi 
nery and ensure proper quality of such machinery, the Working Group concur in 
the proposal of the Ad Hoc Committee for the setting up of an inspectorate 
in the Office of the Textile Commissioner (para 55). 


4 . 
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5. As far as possible , licences for new capacity issued on the ground of closure 
of units which should be scrapped voluntarily or compulsorily should be allowed 
at the same place or in the same centre or in the alternative in the same State in 
any other centre with the consent of the State Government concerned (para 70) . 

6. On principle , the Working Group do not consider that allocation of addi 
tional capacity should be governed by the volume of surplus labour on account of 
rehabilitation and modernisation of the industry in each of the parts of the country 
(para 71). 

7. It will help reduce the size of the problem of surplus labour if provision 
is made for suitable gratuity on superannuation . In addition, compensation by 
agreement may be provided for to achieve a further measure of rationalisation 
(para 76 ) . 

8. If third shift working is resorted to absorb the surplus workers , labour 
has to be assured of continuity of service in third shift and if third shift is discon 
tinued, the obvious course is to restore status quo ante (para 77) . 

9. The Working Group would suggest that as far as possible third shift work 
ing should be encouraged to enable a speedier rehabilitation and modernisation 
ofat least some of the sections of the textile industry which require such a measure 
as a matter of urgency (para 79) . 

10. The time has come to cry a halt to any further recruitment of textile 
workers in the textile industry in the different centres as far as possible. A rigid 
Badli list should be maintained in each area and persons should be put in this 
list only through the Employment Exchange where it exists. Simultaneously 
the decasualisation scheme should be applied so that one could take stock of the 
position to ensure that workers found surplus are found alternative jobs (para 80 ). 

11. The Working Group recommend that somemachinery should be devised 
as recommended by the Textile Enquiry Committee (1958) to settle questions of 
rationalisation unit by unit (para 81 ). 

There have been also some cases of deliberate mismanagement with no 
consideration on the part of these managements either for the shareholders or for 
the workers. Such managements have no place in the industry. It is in the interests 
of the industry if such people can be weeded out so that the industry can be built on 
strong and stable foundations (para 84 ). 

The Working Group would suggest to the industry itself to remodel their 
managerialstandardsand improve them by collective thinking and pooling of know 
ledge. The method of selection for supervisory and managerial positions should also 
require toning up (para 36 ). 

14. In cases where the industrial units cannot afford the services of good 
technicians, a group of mills in one locality should employ a technician of high 
calibre as a common Technical Adviser (para 91) . 

15. In cases of mills where it is not possible to have independent technicians 
of high calibre, the Working Group would suggest formation of a panel of techni 
cians in various Branches of the textile industry and the names of these technicians 
should be circulated to all mills and individual mills should be free to draw on their 
services as and when necessary (para 92). 

16. The Working Group are of the view that on balance of considerations, the 
minimum economic and workable unit of a textile mill in the present condition 
should have 12,003 spindles and 300 looms. While this is the absolute minimum 
capacity, the Working Group also suggest that the industry could, as far as possible, 
go up to the level of 18,000 spindles and 400 looms in due course with further 
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increase to about 25,000 spindles and about soo looms. In giving this opinion , 
the Working Group are guided by the fact that the industry is slowly going in for 
finer counts (para 113) . 

17. As an experimental measure the Working Group recommended the set 
ting up of five new units with a capacity of 25,000 spindles and soo looms each and 
equipped with up -to -date types of machinery including processing equipment. 
These units would produce faultless quality cloth woven on Automatic Looms, the 
entire output to be compulsorily exported ( para 115. ) 

18. It would be both necessary and desirable to provide the necessary loan 
capital for rehabilitation and modernisation at very reasonable rates 

with liberal 
concession in the matter of instalments and repayment (para 120) . 

19. The Working Group would suggest that as far as possible for a project 
in a mill, the mill company should be facilitated to approach only one lending 
agency (para 124.) 

20. In the matter of grant of loans, the approach should as well be one of 
constructive help sought to put the industrial units back on their footing by re 
medying the defects rather than one ofrejecting the loan on account of such defects . 
The industry on its part should not hesitate to accept the remedial step suggested in 
whatever terms the loaning authority cloths the terms and conditions (para 124.) 

21. It would also be necessary and advisable for the N.I.D.C., and Public 
Financing Agencies to issue sizable amounts by way of equity capital to mills for 
rehabilitation and modernisation . Simultaneously the mills have to reduce costs 
in all directions (para 127). 

22. The Working Group suggest for consideration that the third shift 
depreciation allowance may be restored (para 128 ). 

23. A small Committee consistingofrepresentatives of the industry and Govern 
ment should explore and assessthe probabilities of securing assistance in the different 
foreign countries towards the foreign exchange requirement for rehabilitation 
and modernisation . The Indian Cotton Mills Federation and the Southern India 
Millowners Association may be asked to process this recommendation further with 
the assistance of the Government (para 129) . 

24. Where rehabilitation of any unit is not worthwhile , it is necessary that 
the units are compulsorily scrapped ( para 133) . 

25. Complete closure of units for a long time hardly safeguards labour s 
interests. It should, therefore, be for the benefit of labour also if somemajor solution 
is found in such cases. The remedy should be that if the unit is worthy of running 
a new party will be willing to come provided it is made free from any encumbrance 
attached to the old unit . The object can be accomplished by compulsory liquidation of 
the old unit simultaneously with public authority running it pending some new 
party coming in to buy over the unit. This ensures continuity of employment and 
at the same time the old load is taken off the new management (para 138 ) . 

26. Ofthe 39 units remaining closed, 20 units as in Annexure VI, are such 
as cannot be revived . The Working Group are of the view that these units should 
be scrapped wholesale. The remaining 19 units should be investigated into and 
assisted to the extent possible so that they could be rehabilitated and brought back 
to working (paras 139 to 141). 

27. The Working Group recommend the law on the subject may be suitably 
amended so that in cases where mills, plant and machinery are irretrievable , com 
pulsory scrapping may be enforced . National interest would justify the scrapping 
of the machinery which cannot and should notbe utilised elsewhere (para 144 ). 
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28. By and large the Working Group agree with the new that while existing 
mills having machines of less than 20 years old need not be forced to replace their 
machinery, units which are newly set up under licences either against scrapped 
unit or against fresh capacity including substantial expansion should 
not 
be permitted to instal out-moded old machines. For this purpose, the Group 
would classify machines prior to 1947 as out- dated (para 145). 

29. After anxiously considering the legal provisions for revocation of licences 
for good cause , the Working Group think that the best results can be achieved by 
offering some inducement for the old units to go out. The solution suggested is an 
element of compensation or closure fund " . The Working Group consider a com 
pensation at Rs. 1o per spindle and Rs. 400 per loom may be the inducement. 
This amount can be easily found by levying come kind of licence fee or premium 
on new licences or expansions. This is possible in Indian conditions as there will 
be the need to licence additional capacity in the industry during the Third 
Five Year Plan (para 147) . 

30. The Working Group consider it necessary that a continued examination 
of the causes of closure and sickness of textile units should be made. This diagnosis 

be done by a small representative group consisting of top level management, 
top level technicians, labour representatives and Government representatives. 
This Group may be designated as Textile Mills Standing Advisory Group or Com 
mittee . (para 152). 

31. The Working Group do not see any reason why the Company Law 
Administration should not enforce rigorously the relevant provisions of the Com 
panies Act so that delays in the publication of Balance Sheets and Annual Accounts 
are avoided . Such delays are, in the opinion of the Working Group, pointers to 
the existence of inherent maladies (para 153). 

32. The Working Group consider that it would be advisable for the N.I.D.C. 
to have a small strength of selected persons who could even form into a recognised 
Cadre in due course for being deployed as Resident Directors or Controllers of 
mills wherever such appointments are necessary (para 154) . 

33. In a number of caseswhere Governmentmay appoint an Authorised Con 
troller or run a unit on arrangement of lease the benefit of any improved manage 
ment would merely go to the old management which was responsible for bringing 
the unit to ruin . This is hardly fair for the community . It is for these reasons 
that the Working Group are recommending that simultaneously with the continued 
running of such units there should be a process of compulsory liquidation so that 
the assets and liabilities of the old unit before it was taken over are available to the 
labour and other creditors, management and the shareholders (para 159) . 

34. Unless a continued and healthy atmosphere of mutual understanding is 
created between the labour and management, it will be difficult to attain useful 
results whatever be the improvements made in other directions (para 160). 

35. The Working Group consider that as a measure of utmost urgency the 
labour laws would require to be amended in those States where more than one 
union is recognised at present so that the Management may jointly or severally 
negotiate a settlement only with one union as spokesman of the labour (para 160) . 

36. In foreign countries visited by some of the Members of the Working 
Group it has been found that many of the improvements on machine introduced 
in mills have been brought about by suggestions from the operatives. The Working 
Group would recommend the adoption of similar system of inviting suggestions from 
operatives with monetary inducements following the acceptance of the suggestions 
(para 160) . 
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37. The Working Group are convinced that by and large, as a matter of 
policy, the industry has not as yet introduced the system of training of their work 

If proper training courses are started and if appropriate trainings are im 
parted, it will eventually be good to the industry as productivity will go up A small 
percentage of the machines in the different sections may even be kept separately 
to provide the necessary training. The training of workers at plant level will 
improve the skill of workers and make them adapt themselves to working on modern 
machines and create better work consciousness (paras 161and 162). 

38. The Working Group would suggest that there is a need for creating as 
healthy condition for the technical cadre in the matter of promotions, etc., and 
instilling in them an assured feeling of security of service. High grade technicians 
actually serving in the industry should be enabled to serve in a panel in each centre 
so that weak units could draw on the advice of thepanel ad hoc whenever such advice 
is necessary (para 163) .

It was extended for a 
further period due to sickness. After the expiry of the leave 
period he presented for work , but work was refused. The uniori 
prays for his reinstatem : nt wi h back wages and continuity of 
service . Watcher K. Balan is paid only Rs.1-7 -V now while 
other workers are all pa d Rs. 1-9-0 per day. The union prays 
to give Sri K. Balan at the rate of Rs. 1.9-0 per d.y Ihe 
management refused to give work to 5 workers for 41 days from 
18-2-1960 to 31-3-1960 and the na ... es of these ó workers are inen 
tio e under issue No. 5. Work was denied to these 5 workers 
without any ieason. They are entitled to wages for the 41 days 
when they are refused work. The union prays to pass an award 
granting these workers 41 days wages at the iate of Rs. 1-9-0 per 
day. Sri K. A Velayuduan is a factory worker. He was work 
iny till 18-2-1360 on which date he was denied employment. He 


is still without work . The union request to reinstate him with 
back wages and continuity of service . The union in their state 
men did not press the relief under issue No. 7 

3. In the reply statement of the management it is con 
tended that the stopping of wark and its commencement depends 
upon cli.natical co . ditions and it is not psible to giv lu days 
nolice b fore the closin , and commencem nt of the estate work . 
The management contends that the 2 workers whose names are 
mentioned un er issue No. 2 bave never been workers under 
them . Hayyamyalli Mohammed the worker whose name is 
men ioned under issue No. 3 was only a temporary worker in the 
estate for less th - n one year. From 3-4-1960 he bas not come 
for work nor has he taken leave for absence. Since he has not 
come for work and as he was only a casual worker the manage 
ment appointed another person in his place. He is not entitled 
to auy wo k under the management. Sri K. Balan whose pame 
is mentioned under issue No. 4 is only casual general worker 
under the opposite party . All the male workers are paid only at 
the rae of 1-7-0 day The estate does not come within the 
purview of the Plantation Labour Act. Sri alan according to 
the management is not entitled to get Rs. 1-9-0 per lay as wages . 
The management contents that the 5 workers whose names are 
mentioned under issue No. 5 are not entitled to get any relief. 
Sri K. Vela , udhan is also a temporary worker and co : entitled 
to any relief. The union also filed a rejoinder controverting the 
managem nt allegations. 

4. The mater is settled on terms and conditions given in 
the Annexure given below I pass the award on terms and 
conditions given in the Annexure. This award is to become 
entorceable a ter 30 days of its publication in the Government 
Gazette .

The industrial dispute between the management of 
N. V. Motor Service , Bank Road, Calicut and their workmen 
represented by the Secretary, Kozhikode District Motor Trans 
port Workers Union , Pootheri Buildings, Kozhikode was 
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referred to this court for adjudication by Government order 
No. 72183/ L5 /60-1 / H & LD of the Health and Labour Department 
of the Government of Kerala dated 1-11-1960 and the issue refer 
red to adjudication is the following : 
" Retrenchment of Sri P. Choyikutty and dismissal of Sri 

Narayana Poduval, Drivers of N. V. Motor Service, 

Calicut." 
2. In the union statement it is contended that Shri 
P. Choyikutty has been retrenched from their service on 16th 
February, 1960 without paying the usual compensation admissi 
ble to him under law . The management alleges that Sri 
Choyikutty has been discharged due to ill-health . The union 
denies the management allegation of Choyikutty s ill-health . 
He is therefore entitled to all benefiis arising as if his case is 
one of retrenchment. Shri Narayana Puduval has been dis 
missed from service as a result of an accident which occurred on 
28-5-1960. The management conducted an enquiry which was a 
mere farce and he was dismissed with effect from 12th August 
1960. The accident which occurred on 28-5-1960 was as a result 
of the failure of the break system of the bus. The matter was 
reported to the police and there was a police charge against the 
worker and the same is pending in the Principal Sub Magistrate 
Court, Calicut for trial. The management conducted a domestic 
enquiry into the charge of misconduct without waiting for the 
result of the case in the Principal Sub -Magistrate Court at 
Calicut . The worker was not given any opportunity to cross 
examine the witnesses examined on the side of the management. 
The worker was also not permitted to adduce his own evidence 
in the enquiry. The enquiry was a mere farce and against all 
principles of natural justice. The management is therefore not 
entitled to dismiss Sri Narayana Poduval Sri Choyikutty bas 
put in 24 years of service under the management and at the time 
of his retrenchment he was paid Rs. 87 monthly salary besides 
daily batta of Rs. 3 ). He has to be paid compensation for his 
service all these years. Sri Poduval has put in 7 years of 
service and monthly pay was Rs. 86 besides Rs. 2 daily batta . 
The union contends that the retrenchment and dismissal of these 
workers are illegal and unjustifiable from any view of the 
matter. According to the union Choyikutty has to be given full 
retrenchment compensation and Narayana Poduval has to be 
taken back in service with back wages and continuity of 
service . 

3. In the reply statement of the management they have in 
toto denied the alegation of the union in general. Choyikulty 
was found unfit to continue as a driver due to ill- health . 
Therefore themanagement was forced to terminate his service . 
He was given one month s notice intimating the intention of the 
management to tera inate his service. After the expiry of one 
month the management offered him 15 days wages for every 
year of service under N. V. M. S. The worker withdrew all the 
amounts due to him under the provident fund . He did not 
accept the compensation offered to him . The union wanted to 
pay Sri Choyikutty for , his services under N.V. G. B. Motor 
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Service. N. V. Motor Service purchased some of the buses from 
the N. V. G. B. motor service and P. Choy kutty was the driver 
under N. V. G. B. Motor Service . The management conteads 
that they are not liable to pay for the service under N. V. G. B. 
Motor Service Sri Narayana Poduval was disissed on the 
ground of rash and negligent driving. On 28-5-1960 when he 
was driving a bus it dashed against another lorry which was 
parking on the left side of the road . As a result of this both the 
lorry and bus were damaged . The driver was asked to submit 
his explanation for the charge of rash and negligent driving. 
In the explanation submitted by him he ontended that it was 
due to inevitable accident. The explanation was not found to 
be satisfactory and an enquiry was conducted in which the. 
management recorded evideace. The worker also examined 
some witnesses on his side. The result of the enquiry unmistak 
ably revealed that the real cause of the accident was rash and 
negligent driving. The managem nt therefore dismissed him 
from service . The mana.ement maintain that the action taken 
by them is not only legal bul perfectly jus ified , under the cir 
cumstances . The union also filed rejoinder controverting the 
management allegations. 

4. The case was posted to -day for evidence of parties and 
argument. Thematter is settled after a prolonged talk in court 
between the representatives of the management and union . The 
management agreed to pay 5 months salary to Sri P. Choy ikutty 
in full an i final settlement of all his claims against the manage 
ment. The management further agreed that he would be p «id 
the previous years, bonus if it has not already been paid . The 
management agreed to pay Sri Narayana Poduval 2 months 
salary in rull and final settlement of his clain against the 
management. The management has also agreed tu treat the 
order of dismissal of Shri Narayana Poduval into one of dis 
charge. Agreeing to these terms the management and the union 
representatives and their advocates signed in the deed of settle . 
ment given below as Annexure. I pass t.e award on terms and 
conditions given in the Annexure and the same shall come into 
force after 30 days of its puplication in the Government Gazette.

AWARD 
By order No. 1578 /L5/61 / H & LD of the Health and Labour 
Department of the Government of Kerala dated 23-1-1961, the 
industrial dispute between the parties described above was 
referred to this court for adjudication. The only issue referred 
to adjudication is regarding the retrenchment of Sri 
T. S. Mohammed . 

2. In the statement of the urion president it is contended 
that the worker Sri T. S. Mohammed was denied employment 
without any justifiable reasons on 6-6-1960. Before denial of 
employment he was not given either show cause notice or 
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termination notice. He was also not paid either compensation 
or notice pay before he was sent away . There were two con 
ciliation conferences on 13-6-1960 and 19-6-1960 in both of which 
the proprietor did not take part. In the conciliation conference 
held on 19-7-1960 themanager of Lanka Pan stores was present, 
and he agreed to pay the worker Rs. 90, Rs. 60 towards notice 
pay and Rs. 30 towards compensation . But he did not pay this 
amount. Even after 19-7-1960 the union tried to settle the 
matter but did not succeed . The worker was in the service of 
the management for one year . The union filed their statement 
on 20-2-1961. For the reply statement of the management the 
case was then adjourned to 27-3-1961, and the management filed 
their reply statement on 28-3-1961. In the reply statement he 
contends that he did not send away the worker but the worker 
left his services voluntarily and the worker according to the 
managament is not entitled to any relief. Then the case was 
posted fo the union rejoinder and for the production of 
documents and witness list of parties to 18-4-1961. The parties 
did not file any documents or list on that day nor did the union 
file any rejoinder . Then the case was posted to 6-5-1961 for 
evidence on which date the union president Sri Munshi 
K.Bappu and the worker were present. The management was 
absent. Again the case was adjourned to 5-6-1961 for evidence 
of parties and argument . Both parties were given registered 
notices.intimating the date of posting. On 3-6-1961 the manager 
sent a post card to this court requesting not to give him any 
further trouble . It is stated in the post card that some amounts 
are due from the worker. That post card received in this court 
on 5-6-1961 is marked as Ext. A. Again the case was posted to 
10-7-1961 for evidence of parties and argument. The parties 
were also given registered notices with acknowledgement 
receipts intimating the date of posting: Ext. B is the office 
copy of the notice intimating the date of posting of the case to 
10-7-1961 and B1 is the acknowledgement receipt of the 
management. On 10-7-1961 the management did not come to 
court. He also did not apply for any adjournment. The union 
president and the worker were present. The management was 
declared exparte. 

3. The union examined the worker as WW1.. He stated 
that he has worked under the management for one year and he 
was retrenched after one year s service without notice pay and 
compensation . He was paid monthly Rs . 60. According to the 
law of retrenchment he is entitled to get Rs. 30 towards re 
trenchment compensation and Rs. 60 towards notice pay . It is 
alleged that the Assistant Labour Officer convened several 
conferences to settle the matter amicably and in the conference 
held on 19-7-1960 themanagement undertook to pay Rs. 90. But 
he did not keep up his promise . It is due to this breach of 
promise that the union had to fight this case. Therefore the 
union is also entitled to their costs. Towards the cost the 
management will pay Rs. 25 to the union . 
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4. I pass the award granting to the worker Rs. 30 towards 
compensation and Rs. 60 towards notice pay together Rs 90 .

The Industrial dispute between the management of Com 
monwealth Trust Ltd., Kozhikode and their workmen

issue referred to adjudication is the question of retrenchment of 
Sri E.D. John . 

2. In the statement of the union General Secretary , it is 
contended that the retrenchment of the worker is illegal. 
Under the management there are persons employed in similar 
positions who are junior to Sri E. D. John in service. According 
to the well -established principle of " the first come, last go ," the 
workmen is not liable to be retrenched. The union contends 
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that one Sri Lakshmanan is junior to Sri E. D. John and even 
if there is a necessity of retrenchment Sri Lakshmanan has to go 
first . According to the union the management has not observed 
the provisions of law of retrenchment in sending away Sri John . 
The said workman is a council representative of the union and 
has thereby incurred the displeasure of the management. In 
asking overtime wages also he has incurred the displeasure of 
the management. The retrenchment of Sri John is without any 
justification and he has to be reinstated with back wages and 
continuity of service . It is emphatically denied by the manage 
ment that there is any element of victimisation in the retrench 
ment of John . Hewas retrenched only for the reason that he 
was surplus to requirement. There were 4 diesel motor men in 
the factory and all these 4 were required in the factory when 
the factory was running 2 shifts. Since the factory is working 
only one shift now , the maximum number ofmotor men required 
is 3 and this has led to the retrenchmentof John who was junior 
most among the diesel motor men . The management contends 
that Sri John was surplus to requirement and there is no want 
of bona fide on the part of the management in retrenching Sri 
John . The union also filed a rejoinder controverting the 
management allegations. The matter came up for evidence of 
parties and argument today . 

3. After some discussion in court the parties settled the 
matter amicably . The management agree to reinstate the 
worker Sri E. D. John without break of service and with back 
wages and inclusive of D. A. The notice pay and compensation 
offered to the worker is agreed to be withdrawn.

The parties have already reached an understanding 
as to the future appointment of the complainant. Therefore the 
cumplainant did not press the complaint. He also gave in 
writing that he is not presssing the complaint.

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 24 of the 
Kerala Jenmikaram Payment (Abolition ) Act, 1960 (Act 3 of 
1961) , the Government of Kerala hereby make the following 
rules, the same having been previously published as required by 
sub-section ( 3) of the said section , namely : 

RULES 
1. These rules may be called The Jenmikaram Payment 
( Abolition ) Rules, 1961. 

2. (a ) They sball extend to the whole of Travancore area , 
in the State of Kerala. 

( b ) They shall come into force nt unce . 

3. Definitions - In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires - 
(a ) " The Act" means the Jenmikaram Paynient (Abolition ) 

Act, 1960. 
(b ) " Section " means a section of the Act . 

( c) " Form ” means a form appended to these rules. 
4. The question whether an institution is a religious or 
charitable institution of a public nature under section 4 shall be 
decided by the Collector of the District . Any institution 
desiring to get the decision of the Collector that it is a chari 
table or religious institution of a public nature may apply to the 
Collector concerned giving the details of the institution , the 
nature of the religious or charitable functions that are attended 
to by it and the reasons for deciding it as a religious or charitable 
institution , of a public naturc .

5. The Collector shall , on receipt of such applications, issue 
notice inviting objections, if aliy , from persons interested within 
fifteen days of the notice . The notice shall be published in the 
Gazette , Taluk and Village Ofices and served on the applicant 
in themanner prescribed for service of summons in the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908. Persons raising objections shall be 
allowed to file written statements of their objections within a 
specified time. 

6. On the expiry of the time limit so specified the Collector 
shall conduct enquiries into the objections and take such 
evidence, oral and documentary as may be necessary in the 
manner prescribed under the Code of Civil Proceclure, 1908, for 
the hearing and disposal of suits relating to immovable property . 

7. The order or decision of the Collector under sub -section 
(3) of Section 4 shall be recorded in writing and shall be com 
municated to the applicant. 

8. Appeals against the order or decision of the Collector 
shall lie to the Board of Revenue. Appeals shall be filed witsin 
cne month from the date of the Collector s orders or decisions, 
appealed against . The appeal shall be accompanied by the 
original order or decision of the Collector or a certified copy of 
the same. In computing the period of one month the time taken 
for obtaining copy of the order or decision of the Collector shall 
be excluded .

9. Application for the assessment and payment of compen 
sation payable under section 4 may be presented by every 
Jenmi in Form A to the Compensation Officer having jurisdiction 
over the land in respect of which Jenmikaram was being 
received . The details in the application shall be verified by the 
Compensation Officer, with reference to he Taluk Registers and 
he shall prepare the draft com.gensation rolls in respect of every 
Jenmi. 

10. In addition to the details referr :d to in Clauses (a ), (b ) 
( c ) and (d ) of Section 3, the following particulars shall also be 
included in the draft compensation roll, amely : 

(a ) Details of the holding such as Survey Number , Sub 
Division , if any, extent, Village and Taluk in which it is 
situated . 
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(b ) The draft compensation roll shall be in Forms B 
and B1. 

11. The notice referred to in Clause (a ) of sub section ( 1) 
of Section 10 shall also le published in the Village and Taluk 
Ofices and in the Office of the Compensation Officer . 

12. The period for filing objections, if any , to the draft 
compensation roll published by the Compensation Officer shall 
be thirty days from the date of publication of the roll or fron 
the date of service of notice under sub -section ( 1 ) of Section 10 . 

13. The memorandum of appeal under sub section (2 ) of 
Section 11 shall bear a Curt-fee Stamp of the value of Rs. 10 . 

14. Deposits of the Compensation amount under sub section 
( 3) of Section 13 shall be made in the District Treasury of the 
District in which the holding is situate by opening an S. B. 
Account in the said treasury . Such S. B. Account shall be 
exempt from the monetary limit of annual deposit and balance 
to the credit of the account at any time. 

15. The Compensation Officer shall after the expiry of the 
appeal period or where an appeal has been preferred, after 
receipt of the order of the District Court on such appeal, forward 
a copy of the final order to the Tabsildar of the Taluk in which 
the holding is situated and to the Accountant General. The pay . 
ment of compensation to the Jenmi shall be made by the 
Tahsildar on receipt of the compensation payment order. Where 
the holding is situated in more than one Taluk , the payment of 
compensation shall be made by the Tahsildar of one of those 
Taluks as determined by the Compensation Officer. 

16. The compensation Officer shall issue a Proceedings 
showing the total amount due from each Kudiyan to Government 
under Section 15 , the number of instalments and the amount of 
each instalment, and the date on which the first instalment falls 
due. Copies of the priceedings shall be communicated to the 
Tahsildars concerned and served on the Kudiyans concerned . 

17. A register of compensation recoverable frou the 
Kudiyans shall be maintained in every Village Office and every

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of sub 
section (?) of Section 344 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 
(Act 14 of 1961) the Government of Kerala hereby make the 
following rules as to the moving of resolutions at the meetings 
of the Council, the same ha ing been previously published as 
required by clauses ( a ) and (b ) of sub section (1 ) of Section 345 
of the said Act. 

RULES 
1. These rules may be called the Kerala Municipalities 
(Moving of Resolutions at Council Meeting ) Rules , 1961. 

2. A councillor who wishes to move a resolution shall give 
ten clear days notice of his intention to the chairman and such 
notice shall contain the resolution which he wishes to move: 

Provided that the chairman may allow a resolution to be 
included on the list of business with shorter notice than ten 
days. 

3. No resolution shall however be admissible which does not 
comply with the following conditions, namely: 

(a ) it shall be clearly and precisely expressed and shall . 

zaise a detinite issue ; and 
( b ) it shall not contain arguments, inferences, ironical 

expressions or defamatory statements, nor shall it 
refer to the conduct or character of persons except in 

their official or public capacity. 
4. The chairman shall decide on the admissibility of a reso 
lution , and shall disallow any resolution which , in his opinion , 
contravenes the provisions of the Act or the rules made there 
under and his decision shall be final : 

Provided that iſ in the opinion of the chairman a resolution 
relates to a matter which is unconnected with the municipal 
administration and may lead to an unseemly or communal 
controversy , he shall refer the resolution to the Covernment and 
obtain their orders as to whether it may be admitted . 

5. A resolution which has been admitted by the chairman 
shall be included in the list of business in tłe notice to be given 
under rule 2 of Schedule I to the Act . 

6. ( 1 ) A councillor in whose name a resolution appears, on 
the list of business shall, when called on , either, 

( a ) withdraw the resolution , in which case he shall confine 

himself to a mere statement to that effect ; or 
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( b ) move the resolution . 

( 9 ) If the councillor when called on is absent or is unwill 
ing to move the resolution , or if he shall have ceased to be 
councillor before the meeting, any councillor present ai the 
meeting n ay muve the resolution ; and if no cuncillor moves it, 
it shall be considered to have been withdrawn. 

( 3 ) Every resolution which has been noved shall be 
seconded ; otherwise it shall not be discussed . 

7. No speech made in connection with the resolution shall, 
except with the permission of the chairman , exceed fifteen 
minutes in duration : 

Provided that the mover of a r solution when moving the 
same may speak up to a maxio um of thirty minutes. 

8. The discussion of a resolution sball be strictly limited to 
the subject matter of the resolution. 

9. ( 1 ) When a resolution is under discussion any councillor 
may, subject to rules 3, 4 , 7 and 8 ,move an amendment to such 
resolution . 

(2 ) Every amendment which has been moved shall be 
seconded, otherwise it shall not be discussed. 

10. ( 1) A councillor who has moved a resolution or an amend 
ment to a resolution shall not withdraw the same except by 
leave of the council. 

( 2 ) No discussion shall be permitted on a motion for leave 
to withdraw except with the permission of the chairman . 

11. ( 1) When an an: endment to any resolution is moved , or 
when two or more such amendments are moved , the chairman 
shall before taking the sense of the council thereon , state or read 
to the council the terms of the original motion and of the 
amendment or amendmenis proposed . 

(2 ) Ordinarily, the chairman shall put amendments to vote 
in the order in which they have been moved and lastly the 
original motion if all the amendments are lost. But it shall be 
in nis d scretion in any case to put to vote the original motion 
and the amendments in such order as he things fit. 

12. When any resolution involving several points has been 
discussed, it shall be in the discretion of the chairman to divide 
the resolution and put ea h or any point separately to the vote 
of the council as he may think fit . 
Explanation - In these rules chairman includes the person 

for the time being in charge of the office of the chairman 
under sub section (2 ) of section 26 of the Kerala 
Municipalities Act, 1960, and the vice -Clairman or 
councillor who presides at the meeting under sub sec 
tion ( 1 ) of Section 37 .
